Commercial Celery Growing 


Data Secured At Experi- 
ment Station Released - 
To Growers 


Three suggested fertility pro- 
grams for the comercial grow- 
ing of celery on the anwgrass peat 
lands of thé Florida © Evergiides 
were presented in booklet form 
published by the Agricultural Est- 
periment Station at Gainesville 
and written fram data secured by 
Dr. J. R. Beckenbach and other 
members of the staff of the Ev- 
erglades Experiment Station” 

"The booklet, released last week, 
lists the following three programs: 
1. For virgin sawgrans peat soll: 
Do not plant virgin soils to celery 
the first year the laud is broken. 
work the lani- into some semb- 
lance of shape, planting & crop of 
low fertilizer requirement the first 
year. This will give the turned un- 
der, sawgrass a chance to decom- 
| pase thoroughly. > 

‘The decond year apply broadcast 
4,000 pounds to the acre of a 3-6-6 
ora 3-6-12 fertilizer (or its equiv- 
‘alent in a higher analysis-fertiliz- 
er of the same relative composi- 
tion), to which has been added 100 
pounds of manganese sulfate, 100 
pounds of copper sulfate, and 25 
pounds of zinc sulfate. The nitro- 
gen should be applied as one-half 
sodiuth nitrate and one-half am- 
monium sulfate if the soil is nor- 
mal'and unburned, or entirely as 
ammoníum. sulfate if the soil is 
neutral or slightly burned. The 

i should be applied. as 
the triple -super-phosphate or as 
basic alag. The use of the latter 
matefial will result in a lower an- 
alysis fertilizer which will conee- 
quently have to be applied at a 
higher rate per acre. If basic slag 


f|is used, ammonium sulfate should 


not be used a5 the nitrogen source. 
"The potash should be applied as 
the*muriate, although either the 
sulfkte or hardwood ashes are 
quite suitable if they are on hand. 

‘This fertilizer application should 
be made not less thao three days 
prior to the setting of. the- plani 
and. should be disked and floated 
to mix the soil and fertilizer, and 
to level the field for planting. 

2. For sawgrass peat soils which 
have been previously fertilized and 
planted to:truck crops other than 
celery. , Apply. broadcast 3,000 
pounds ofj3-6-12. (or. its ‘equival- 
ent) fertilizer composed of the 
same materials mentioned above 
and'in a manner similar to that 
suggested above. If copper sprays 
or dusts have been used on the 
previous.crops, or if copper had 
been added, to fertilizers previous- 
ly used on the land, no copper need 
| be “applied. Otherwise, add 100 
pounds of copper sulfate with the 
fertilizer. “If manganese has been 
previously added to the soil, apply 
Jonly 25 pounds per acre of man. 
{ganese sulfate. If no manganese 
|has been used previously, . 100 
pounds per acre should be added. 
1f zinc has been used.previously, 
10 to 15 pounds of zinc sulfate 
should be sufficient. If none has 
been used before, 25 pounds per 
acre, applied with the fertilizer, is

The returns 
from celery marketed totalled 
$487.76 leaving a net return to the 
operator of $51.54 per acre.

The State House of Represent- 
atiyes Tuesday passed an import- 
‘ant bill introduced by Represent- 
atives Herbert D. Beck and Rus- 
sell ‘Morrow’ and establishing 
breeding ground in the’ southeast- 
ern portion of Lake Okeechobee 
for black dass, ergpple, and 
bream. 

The.measure, if approved by the 
Senate, will prohibit the commer- 
cial seining of fish in that area 
and protect the region as a sports- 
man’s ground.
